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Many birds live in Pennsylvania during 
the winter. Some birds live here
year-round and others migrate here from 
other places. Your backyard may attract 
some of these birds that are looking for 
the things they need to survive- food, 
water, and shelter. You can make your 
backyard more attractive to birds by 
placing a birdfeeder and birdbath, 
planting native plants and creating brush 
piles. Birdfeeders are a great tool to use 
to observe birds.
